On the same 
day, Mr. I. Gutmann, an associate member 
of the American Society of Civil Engi- 
neers, who is consulting engineer for the 
Spring Valley Water Company at San 
Francisco, came to Chaffey accompanied by 
Mr. J. Wilkanskey and his brother. Mr. 
Wilkansky is the director of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture in Palestine aud will 
have charge of the agricultural develop- 
ment which is certain to take place in that 
country now that the war is over. He has 
ambitious plans for the irrigation of the 
ancient country of the Hebrews. The plan 
contemplates the utilization of the waters 
of the River Jordan and other available 
streams. Mr. Wilkansky was especially in- 
terested in the project work of Chaffey 
students ,ana in other features connected 
with the agricultural work of the ints 
tution. 


COMMENCEMENT SERMON

CHAFFEY FERTILIZER EXPERIMENT 


The annual report of the Chaffey Ker- 
tilizer Experiment has been compiled this 
week. It shows very interesting facts. The 
muleh still maintains its lead over the rest 
of the grove. It is at least 65 per cent 
ahead of the plot next to it which has been 
treated similarly in all other respects. 

One of the surprising things about the 
experiment is the splendid way in whieh 
the sulphate of ammonia plot is showing 
up. This plot now shows a higher yield 
than any of the other four fertilizer plots 
over a period of five years. Its nearest 
competitor is the barnyard plot and then 
follow in succession : 

Complete fertilizer ; 

Cottonseed meal ; 

Tankage. 

One of the noticeable things about the 
sulphate of ammonia plot is the way 1 
which that portion which has been planted 
to cover erop is forging ahead of the por- 
tion which has been clean cultivated, over 
a period of several years. The yield in the 
cover crop portion is 33° per cent higher 
than in the portion that has been clean eul- 
tivated, despite the fact that the trees in 
the clean cultivated portion were slightly 
larger in the beginning of the experiment 
and still maintain 2 lead of the other trees 
so far as size is concerned, 

The experiment is being watched with 
interest by a great many people and while 
it is entirely too early to predict what the 
results will be, the facts which are being 
brought out are very much worth watching 
from year to year. 


HOME ECONOMICS DEPARTMENT 


One of the interesting developments at 
Chaffey Union High School is the depart- 
ment of Home Eeonomies. From the first 
this department has eooperated with the 
eummounity, but of late it has been broad- 
ening its lines of service in a very helpful 
way. 

Short courses for home makers have been 
given this year at Chaffey, in outlying 
erammar school buildings, and in private 
residences, Wherever groups of women 
wished to gather for instruction, Classes 
have been given in various branches of the 
culinary art. Salads, desserts, pastries, and 
‘ehle setting are some of the subjeets for 
short series of lessons. The millinery 
short courses have seen the production of 
hundreds of dollars worth of artistic crea- 
tions. Home nursing courses have been 
held in half a dozen places in the are 

The civie interests of the community are 
cailing on the department for help in serv- 
ing dinners, and the teachers and pupils 
have been glad to cooperate. Girls have 
heen sent to serve meals at Camp Baldy for 
special gatherings, and to many private 
homes for dinners and luncheons. 

The Association of School ‘Trustees has 
enjoyed dinners planned and served by 
Chaffey girls; visiting delegations from 
other educational institutions have been 
guests of the department; the members of 
the G. A. R. and W. R. C. have often en- 
joyed the hospitality of the high school. 
The teachers have helped in the planning 
of menus, and aided with advice and equip- 
ment, scores of large dinners served by 
ehureh and other organizations in Ontario 
and Upland. 

Even more ambitious are the plans for 
the department im_ the eoming year, and 
the people of the community are invited 
te let the department of home economies 
share ia their problems and_ plans. 


ATTENDANCE AT CHAFFEY 


The growth of the Ontario Colony and 
the entire Chaffey Union Tigh Sehool Dis 
{viet as well as the growing efticieney and 
popularity of our school is shown by the 
attendanee figures that have just been an- 
nouneed by Principal Merton FE Wall. 

In 1912 there was a total enrollment. of 
396 during the entire school yea In the 
vear that has just closed 772 have attended 
reewlar hieh sehool classes, the Junior Col 
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» dea

enrolled 398 in full time classes 
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and short courses and nine transfers, mak- 
ing the total registration 1562. 

The average daily attendance for 1920 is 
701; the first year of Chaffey saw an aver- 
age of but 308. 

These figures do not take into account 
the work done by Chaffey in the grammar 
schools of the district. In these schools 
imore than 2000 pupils had instruction and 
supervision in domestic science, manual 
training, music, art and agriculture. The 
ambition of Principal Hill and the Chaffey 
School Board is that every citizen in the 
high school district shall have the oppor- 
tunity of sharing in the advantages Chaffey 
can give. The short courses for ranchers, 
mechanics and home makers, and the even- 
ing high schools in the outlying school 
bulidings are some of the evidences of 
the service Chaffey delights to offer to the 
community.

PHYSICS DEPARTMENT 


Some new @evelopments in the Science 
Department are of interest. The work in 
applied electricity has been especially popu- 
lar. The wireless apparatus which was tied 
up with thousands of others by government 
order during the war emergency has been 
completely installed and adjusted, and_ is 
in daily use. The members of the project 
class in electricity enjoy conversations with 
San Diego. San Pedro, and other cities of 
Southern California. 

This class is an innovation at Chaffey 
this year. Ten boys have enjoyed the 
work with Mr. Cushing. They have in- 
stalled telephone and telegraph — instru- 
ments connecting various rooms in Science 
Hall, and other bits of permanent wiring. 

The clas8es in physics made a_ special 
study of lenses and telescopes. Then they 
looked about for opportunity to see a prac- 
tical example of the principles they had 
learned. Their chance came on May 24th. 
Fifty-one members of the physics classes 
were initiated into the mysteries of the 
creat €olar telescopes at Mount Wilson. 
The trip to Sierra Madre was made by 
automobile, and from there the crowd 
took the steep trail for the summit of the 
mountain. Prof. Hoge gave the students 
and hour’s talk and demonstrated the big 
100-inch telescope. 


CHAFFEY JUNIOR FARM CENTER 


The Chaffey Junior Farm Center has 
just completed a very successful semester. 
It has been all that’ the name indicates— 
an organization for the promotion of ag- 
ricultural activities among the students of 
the institution. 

The officers are as follows: Director, Gor- 
don Sondraker; vice-director, Clifford Ev- 
ans; seceretary-treasurer, Leo R. Gardner;

Ray Tandy. 

There have been regular meetings and 
speakers have been secured representing 
many lines of activity.
